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Claim 27 (Currently amended). The maize plant of claim 26 [23], wherein said 
male sterility [plant] is conferred by a transqene [further defined as comprising a gene 
conferring male sterility]. 

Claim 28 (Currently amended). The maize plant of Claim 13, wherein said plant 
[is] further comprises [defined as comprising] a transgene conferring a trait selected 
from the group consisting of male sterility, herbicide resistance, insect resistance and 
disease resistance. 

Reasons For Allowance 

Applicant's response filed 10/06/06 in reply to the Request for Information under 
37 CFR 1.105 has been considered. The claims drawn to F1 hybrid seed/plants of the 
inbred PH8CW are deemed free of the prior art of record. Therefore, the Office has 
determined that the claims drawn to F1 hybrid plants/seed derived from maize inbred 
line PH8CW have adequate written description, since the F1 hybrid plants/seed contain 
the unique haplotype of the inbred PH8CW. Claims drawn to methods of using inbred 
PH8CW to generate PH8CW derived lines and PH8CW plants further comprising a 
transgene or a single gene conversion are also considered to have adequate written 
description and are free of the prior art.
